Mr. Hatton Says We 9 re Cheap 


. . There is a broodmare in every fence corner of the State, but it 
seems that mostly their owners are looking for complimentary seasons or 
bargain rates and to avoid board bills. Alfred Vanderbilt practically car¬ 
ried the entire Maryland bloodstock industry for years, just to be neigh¬ 
borly, but it is not every stallion owner who feels he can well afford to 
allow visiting mares to eat down his grass for the time of day. . . from 
a column by Charles Hatton, The Morning Telegraph , December 6, 1962. 


Judging from the words written by Mr. Hat¬ 
ton, it is evident he has a low regard for Mary¬ 
land’s Thoroughbred industry, and, except for 
Mr. Vanderbilt, he holds out little hope for 
the men who are attempting to promote horse 
breeding in Maryland. 

I would like to say that Mr. Hatton’s column 
is pure hogwash, but, unfortunately, I can’t. I 
do believe that he is not well-informed on 
the present condition of the industry in Mary¬ 
land. And I also feel that his criticisms are not 
as valid today as they would have been a year 
a go. 

Still, there is some basis for his charge that 
Maryland breeders are reluctant to spend 
money. I think our attitude is changing, but 
we still haven’t convinced ourselves that the 
best chance for success comes to those who own 
the most fashionable stock. 

Mr. Hatton says that we want a "deal in¬ 
stead of a stud fee. He infers that we will 
patronize an inferior stallion rather than an 
established sire, providing we get an "agree¬ 
ment” instead of a bill for a service. 

Certainly, this was the case in Maryland. We 
honestly earned our reputation for being bar- 
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gain seekers. But times change, and I’m afraid 
Mr. Hatton hasn’t come to Maryland often 
enough this year to find out what is really 
happening. 

Anyone who reads charts, condition books 
and newspapers knows that Maryland-breds are 
getting big purses at Maryland race tracks. And 
anyone intelligent enough to read should know 
that to participate in the Fund program’s re¬ 
wards he must produce horses which can run. 

There is no key for success in Thoroughbred 
breeding. Sometimes the trashiest mare pro¬ 
duces a champion. No one can indict with 
certainty any particular stallion or broodmare. 

But we have come to the point where we 
can predict with some accuracy a man’s chances 
for success based on the caliber of his mares 
and the stallions he breeds to. 

We can’t say that the man with a bad group 
of mares won’t make it. But we can say that 
he isn’t likely to make it. In breeding, as in 
horse racing, upsets do occur. 

What we need to do in Maryland is to 
convince the little man that he is better off 
with one decent mare than with four cheap 
ones.—S. C.

In keeping with the long-standing policy of 
providing its readers with the last word, and 
bowing to the pressure of repeated public de¬ 
mands, The Maryland Horse hereby releases 
the results of the first annual "Best of Maryland” 
Poll. 

But first, a little background. 

While claims are made for other polls that 
they are either the original of their species, or 
the broadest in scope, or the most authoritative, 
The Maryland Horse—all in the spirit of good, 
clean fun—merely claims that its is the most 
exclusive. (We hold to the truth that honesty 
is the best policy.) 

Whereas the voting body is restricted to 
three (3) highly informed persons, it repre¬ 
sents the greatest cross-section of horse-wise 
experience in the State, inasmuch as the com¬ 
bined talents of the breeder, owner, trainer, 
sportswriter, would-be racing secretary, Gal 
Friday, registrar, publicist and Turf authority 
are represented. No other poll of provincial 
dimensions can make that claim. And let it be 
said right here that each staff member is a 
card-carrying hot-walker and stall-mucker in 
good standing. 

Why the poll? 

Granted there are more than enough polls 
already—but they are all in the spirit of strict 
business, even to politicking and lobbying in 
some cases. The editor thought there should be 
a simple, straight-forward Maryland-bred poll. 
Needless to say, he was rubber-stamped right 
down the line. 

And besides, one member of the editorial 
board (fellow by the name of Joe B. Hickey 
Jr.) is a frustrated poll worker. For 12 years 
he compiled statistics, proofread stencils and 
licked envelopes to get the Turf and Sport Di¬ 
gest Poll ballots in the mail. He helped count 
ballots, too, all the while looking forward to the 
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day when he might be entitled to vote. 

And then when he bade farewell to his coterie 
of friends at Turf and Sport Digest, and aligned 
himself trackside, he thought at last he would 
be entitled to cast a ballot. But, alas, they 
changed the rules. 

And if all this isn’t bad enough, he also 
misses out on the Morning Telegraph-Daily 
Racing Form Poll, as well, even though he has 
been writing a weekly column for Triangle 
Publications for almost five years. Maybe its 
because he’s not a full-time employee, he says. 

He bears honorable discharges from the 
Maryland State Guard, the United States Navy, 
United States Naval Reserve, the United States 
Army and United States Army Reserve—yet he’s 
not "old enough” to vote. 

Just between you and me, I think the editor 
got started on this poll kick just to tranquilize 
this guys frustration. 

So much for the background. 

T HE editor summoned his far-flung editorial 
staff to the Timonium offices under the 
cover of darkness so that they might cast their 
ballots under conditions of utmost secrecy. 
Staff members were told to park their cars at 
distant points and walk to the office so as not 
to arouse suspicion that something was up. 

Lights burning in the building well into the 
night might provoke panic by the suggestion 
that one of the Fund races was not going to 
fill, so staff members met over a kerosene lamp 
in the Blair garage. 

One staff member was being entertained by 
The First Family in the Turf Diner at Charles 
Town when the urgent call came. Another left 
the ironing on the board while she hurried in 
from Westminster. 

Ground rules: 

By mutual consent it was decided to eliminate 
The Maryland Horse

from consideration the following: horses either 
bred or owned by Binna Farm; horses trained 
by Louis Pascal (even Singapore Sling); 
Thoroughbreds named after immediate mem¬ 
bers of staff members’ families, and the produce 
of Disparage. The distaff member of the panel 
wondered if the recent claim of Singapore 
Sling wouldn’t disassociate her from financial 
interest in the animal and thus render him eli¬ 
gible for consideration. After some discussion 
it was reasoned that it just wouldn t be cricket 
after all. 

How about Declination? Would the fact 
that a member of the voting trust once had had 
a financial interest in the colt render him ineligi- 
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ble for consideration. Cross-examination by the 
editor revealed that the extent of the self-con¬ 
fessed ’’financial interest” was limited to a $2 
win investment at Bowie. No, it would not rule 
out Declination's consideration, but the three- 
year-old’s loss of form in late fall might. 

And now for the news that all America 
awaits.

He won the Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes in con¬ 
vincing fashion after showing good form in 
New York allowance company. He failed to 
carry through, however, while trying better 
two-year-olds in the Pimlico Futurity. A nice 
kind of two-year-old, he has a lot to learn. Now 
at Santa Anita. Time should be in his favor. 

Abrogate won her title hands down. Hers 
was an unaminous selection. The Harry A. 
Love-bred filly started off brilliantly, earned 
stakes brackets at Keeneland, and went wrong 
in a dismal showing at Churchill Downs. Her 
injury was diagnosed as nothing more than a 
wrench, so she should be heard from this year. 

Beechwood and Declination were the names 
most prominently mentioned for three-year-old 
honors. Declination was a stakes winner, taking 
the Prince George’s at Bowie. Beechwood, on 
the other hand, was running for as little as 
$4,000. The gelded son of * Beechwood—Big 
Night, by * Radiate II, was claimed by his 
present owner for $4,500 at Monmouth. His

But Spin Looked Great 


Spin’s first crop of foals got to the races in 
1962, and, the way those 2-year-olds performed, 
it looks like we’ll all be hearing a great deal 
more about this young Maryland stallion in the 
years ahead. 

Of course, being a friend of John Manfuso’s, 
I had been hearing a great deal about Spin ever 
since he was retired to Cleveland Skinker s 
Flamingo Farm in 1959. 

But, like a lot of other people, I figured 
Manfuso’s enthusiasm was running eight or ten 
lengths ahead of reality. Now I’m not so sure. 
There seems to be a pretty good chance that 
Manfuso knew whereof he was speaking. 

Spin, you see, wasn’t bred to much in the 


way of mares when he moved from Bernie 
Bond’s racing stable to Cleve Skinker’s farm 
in 1959. In fact, he was bred to only ten mares 
that year. 

Eight of those ten mares conceived and eight 
produced live foals. 

Of those eight foals of I960, seven started 
in 1962 as 2-year-olds and five were winners. 
Included among the five winners were Man¬ 
fuso’s highly promising colt Air Spin and 
Skinker’s allowance-class Moss Neck. 

Air Spin was so well regarded by Manfuso 
that the Washington owner decided to pass 
up the $15,000 Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes in fa-

vor of the $100,000 Garden State Stakes last 
November. Air Spin didn’t get anything in the 
Jersey race, but, a week later, he returned to 
Pimlico to win a $7,500 purse allowance event 
with considerable ease. 

When Air Spin accomplished this feat, I 
knew full well that it was time I went out to 
Cleve Skinker’s farm and did a story on Spin. 

Unfortunately, I picked the coldest day in 
December. 

Accompanied by The Maryland Horse’s 
excellent photographer, Peter Winants, I set 
out for Brookeville with a vague set of direc¬ 
tions. The directions got us to Flamingo Farm 
without incident, but if we passed through 
Brookeville at any stage of the journey, neither 
Peter nor I noticed it. 

For those of you who have never been to 
Mr. Skinker’s 186-acre farm on the coldest day 
in December, let me say that it can be an 
experience.

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John Manfuso and Paul Weaver, the farm 
manager, were waiting for us in John s auto¬ 
mobile. Their motor was idling, the heater go¬ 
ing full blast. 

My first question didn’t really concern Spin. 

"How,” I asked, "did Mr. Skinker ever hap¬ 
pen to name this place Flamingo Farm? 

"Don’t know, exactly,” said Farm Manager 
Weaver. "He bought it in 1925. He said some¬ 
thing about how a friend of his said it ought 
to be named Flamingo. 

"He’s never lived on the place. Just uses it 
to raise horses and cattle. I been here thirteen 
years now. That’s a long time, isnt it? 

After Paul and John had given up the 
warmth of their automobile, we walked toward 
the barn where Spin was stabled. 

"We could stand a little paint around here,” 
said Weaver, "but that don’t bother the horses 
none. I like to raise them as close to nature as 
possible. 

"A horse can stand all kinds of cold weather 
except drafts. We never have a snotty nose on 
the place. Like Hirsch Jacobs says, hay is the 
most important thing. 

"I feed ’em good and let ’em rough it. My 
horses look good, don’t you think? 
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While one of Paul’s two assistants knocked 
Spin off with a rub rag, Mr. Manfuso com¬ 
menced to fill us in on the horse’s history. 

"He’s by Count Fleet out of the *Beau Pere 
mare Distaff. We’ve formed a three-man syn¬ 
dicate—Paul Weaver, Cleve Skinker and my¬ 
self. 

"We’re not interested in getting outside 
mares for him. We’ve got almost enough mares 
between us. 

"This horse has a tremendous pedigree, but 
I didn’t buy him on his pedigree alone. When 
he was a 3-year-old he won eight races—five of 
them in a row. They were all allowance races 
at the big tracks. And he did it with the worst 
suspensory I’ve ever seen. 

"A horse has to be a runner to get a record 
like that. 

"I bought him when he was a 6-year-old. 
Bernie Bond had him at Bowie. That was after 
he got cheap and was really hurting. When he 
was good, he was owned by the Cockfield 
Stable. Tom Waller trained him then. 

"Well, I got him in February, 1959. He had 
just run ninth in a $2,500 claiming race, and

Frank D. Christmas 

Frank Duvall Christmas, a member of one 
of Maryland’s best known families associated 
with Thoroughbred racing, was killed last month 
in an automobile accident near Charles Town, 
W. Va. 

The 40-year-old trainer was a member of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association, and his 
wife, Anne, is a frequent contributor to the 
M.H.B.A.’s magazine, The Maryland Horse. 

Known to his friends as ’’Happy,” the trainer 
was a serious and successful horseman. He had 
a 13-horse stable at Charles Town at the time 
of his death. 

In addition to his widow, Mr. Christmas is 
survived by two sons, 13-year-old Robert and 
12-year-old John; a brother, William G. Christ¬ 
mas; a sister, Mrs. G. Leiper Carey 3d; his 
mother, Mrs. Margaret K. Christmas, and his 
father, B. Frank Christmas. 


Trust Fund Created 

Newspaper reporters in the Washing¬ 
ton area have begun a trust fund for the 
education of the late Frank D. Christmas’ 
two sons, John and Robert. 

Mrs. Christmas is a reporter for the 
Washington Evening Star. The boys are 
13 and 12 years old, respectively. 

Contributions to the educational fund 
should be addressed to the Christmas 
Trust Fund, Potomac National Bank, 
Potomac, Maryland. 


His uncles, all trainers, include J. Yancey 
Christmas, Edward A. Christmas and Donelson 
Christmas. His aunt, Rhoda Christmas, has also 
held a trainer’s license. 

Happy’s father owns and trains Towson (one 
of the year’s best Maryland-breds), and his 
brother, William G., is a director of the 
M.H.B.A. 

Happy had resumed training only this year 
following five slow years of recuperation from 
a serious leg injury. 

Mr. Christmas, was driving alone from the 
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Charles Town track to Stephens City, Va. when 
the accident occurred. 

"Hap” Christmas became a trainer in 1947. 
Among the good horses he conditioned were 
Marked Game, Pylades, Aughill and Polly’s 
Jet. He acquired the latter two horses when he 
became trainer for John McShain’s Barclay 
Stable in September of 1955. Polly’s Jet had 
already won five 2-year-old stakes. 

It was one of the Barclay Stable horses which 
caused Happy’s leg fracture. 

This horse had to be accompanied by a pony, 
and, on the morning of January 29, 1956, 
Happy was astride the pony which was gal¬ 
loping alongside the horse. 

The incident which so badly crippled Happy 
is recalled by Rhoda Christmas, his aunt: 

"On this particular morning, the boy on the 
horse was getting along so badly Happy 
stopped his pony and told the boy to change 
horses with him. 

"For some unknown reason, the boy on the 
pony threw the hind end of his mount in front 
of Happy’s horse. 

"The Thoroughbred fell with dead weight, 
and, in the struggle to regain his feet, the 
horse slipped and fell again—crushing Happy s 
leg.” 

Both of his legs required casts, and he went 
to his Chevy Chase, Md., home to recuperate. 
Later he had to walk on crutches. 

It was 1958 before he could resume activity. 
Since the crutches prevented him from being a 
trainer, he became the agent for jockey Harold 
(Red) Keene at eastern tracks. Later he handled 
Larry Adams’ book. 

In I960 Mr. Christmas underwent a series 
of operations to correct the lameness. They were 
successful, and he resumed as Adams agent. 
Finally, in 1962 he was able to start training 
again, and he saddled 30 winners, including 13 
in Maryland, for earnings of $51,075. 

Mr. Christmas was educated in St. Johns 
Preparatory College of Washington, D. C., and 
Georgetown University. World War II inter¬ 
rupted his education, so he went to the Officer s 
Training School, where he became a lieutenant. 

He saw action in the European Theatre. 
During this time young Christmas sustained 
a severe burn caused by the explosion of a 
gas stove in the tent in which he and his com¬ 
panions were housed. He was the last to leave, 
and the flaming tent collapsed upon him. 
Bernie Bond, now a well known trainer, saved 
his life by rolling him on the ground to ex¬ 
tinguish the flames.

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Larry MacPhail’s Newmarket Purchases Arrive 


Friendship Airport Used By Gamecock 


The first commercial trans-Atlantic shipment 
of Thoroughbreds to fly directly into Friendship 
Airport occurred last month, thanks largely to 
the persistent efforts of an energetic young man 
from England. 

Robin Walker, the Englishman who now 
lives in Monkton, operates the Gamecock Horse 
Transport vanning company in conjunction 
with Simon Calrow, another Englishman who 
lives in Maryland. 

Through the efforts of Mr. Walker and Larry 
MacPhail, a shipment of ten Thoroughbreds 
made the London-to-Baltimore flight aboard a 
British Overseas Airways’ plane. 

The horses, all recent purchases at the New¬ 
market Sales, are owned by Mr. MacPhail, Wil¬ 
liam duPont Jr. and W. Heller. 


Mr. MacPhail personally attended the 
Newmarket auctions, acquiring nine head, 
eight of which (two broodmares and six 
foals) he brought back to Glenangus 
Farm. 

The MacPhail purchases which made 
the Atlantic crossing were:

Both Mr. MacPhail and Mr. Walker see this 
first chartered commercial horse shipment as a 
great boost for Friendship. 

According to Mr. Walker, the Board of Esti¬ 
mates has approved an $18,000 expendiaire for 
construction of a receiving barn at Friendship. 

Says Charles P. Crane, Airport Board Chair¬ 
man: 

"We expect the stable to make money. It 
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won’t pay off the national debt, but, as long as 
we are trying to do everything we can to in¬ 
crease cargo business at the airport, this seems 
to be a very desirable venture. 

"There isn’t very much money involved, and 
if it doesn’t work we can always use the facility 
for storage or for some other purpose.’’ 

Mr. Crane said the barn’s revenue would 
come from two sources: landing fees of planes 
bearing horses and from fees charged for use 
of the stable. 

Says Gamecock’s vice-president, Mr. Walker: 

"The importation of horses from England and 
Europe is becoming a bigger and bigger busi¬ 
ness. About 80 to 90 per cent of the breeding 
stock brought over is destined for farms in 
Maryland, Virginia and Kentucky. 

"Using Friendship will bring us closer to the 
major market. 

"We feel the easiest handling, better facilities 
and smallest over-the-road transportation costs 
would be incurred at Friendship." 

Gamecock Horse Transport was started two 
and a half years ago when the two transplanted 
Englishmen (Walker and Calrow) decided to 
go into business for themselves. 

At the time, Walker was employed in the 
advertising department of the Baltimore Sun. 

Starting out with one four-horse van, Game¬ 
cock has steadily progressed to one nine-horse 
tractor trailer and two six-horse vans, with an 
associate in Hamilton, Ontario, Canada, which 
has a nine and a six-horse tractor trailer. The 
company was able to have I.C.C. rights trans¬ 
ferred to it when it bought out Black Trans¬ 
portation Co., of Mount Holly, New Jersey. 

In the summer of 1962, the possibilities and 
advantages of shipping racehorses by air into 
Friendship were looked into and considered far 
superior to the existing arrangements elsewhere. 
Walker went to Europe, immediately after the 
Saratoga Yearling Sales, and visited all the 
major bloodstock agencies and attended sales at 
Ballsbridge, Dublin, Newmarket and Deauville.

Bowie Announces Its Fund Program 

Six Maryland-bred stakes will be contested at Bowie during the 40-day meeting which 
opens February 1. 

In addition to the added money events, Bowie will offer eight Maryland Fund over¬ 
night races with a minimum purse of $5,000. 

These Maryland Fund races are, of course, in addition to the old Maryland-bred races 
which will be continued as in past years on a three-a-week basis. 

Bowie’s Maryland Fund Program is as follows: 

Stakes 

February 1—$10,000 E. P. Heagerty, 3-year-olds, 6 furlongs. 

February 12—$10,000 Abraham Lincoln, 4 & up, 6 furlongs. 

March 2—$10,000 Annapolis, 3-year-olds, 7 furlongs. 

March 13—$10,000 Eastern Shore, 4 & up, 7 furlongs. 

March 20—$20,000 Prince George’s, 3-year-olds, 1 1/16 miles. 

March 22—$15,000 Potomac Handicap, 3 & up, 1 1/16 miles. 

All six of these Maryland Fund stakes will be open to horses foaled in Maryland. 

Three of the stakes are for 3-year-olds (there are no 2-year-old races at Bowie), 
and the other three are for older horses. 

The overnight races to be run under the Maryland Fund program at Bowie are as 
follows:

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Maryland Fund Program Review 


‘Tremendously Successful’, Say Breeders 


This year-end report on the newly instituted 
Maryland Fund Program is one of the most 
pleasant duties ever to befall an officer of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association. 

The success of this program has far exceeded 
during its initial period even the most daring 
hopes of its originators. It appears that the 
Maryland Fund Program was precisely the 
stimulus needed by Maryland breeders. There 
can be no doubt that the Maryland Thorough¬ 
bred industry is in a stronger condition today 
than it has ever been—and the beauty of the 
thing is that were just beginning. 

The program (House Bill 106) became ef¬ 
fective July 1, 1962. 

This meant that all the State’s minor tracks 
and two of the three milers (Pimlico and 
Laurel) operated under terms of the new law 
during the second six months of 1962. 

The Maryland Fund Program commenced 
with the Bel Air meeting in July. Since the 
opening date at Bel Air, 32 Maryland Fund 
races have been run from a total of 33 sched¬ 
uled. 

Could anyone have predicted last year that 
32 out of 33 races for Maryland-breds would 
draw enough horses to be contested? 

When the program began, the consensus was 
that the Maryland Fund races at the minor 
tracks would fill without difficulty. But almost 
everyone believed a considerable number of 
mile-track races would be dropped because of 
a shortage of entrants. 

Things didn’t turn out that way. 

Word quickly got around the nation about 
the rich purses in Maryland for Maryland-breds. 
And stables which had never even thought of 
racing in Maryland revised their plans so that 
their Maryland-breds could compete in the 
Maryland Fund races. 

The Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association 
(which must register every Maryland-bred be- 
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fore the horse can compete in a Maryland-bred 
race) was suddenly receiving applications for 
registration on 5, 6 and 7-year-old horses. 

Breeders in neighboring States looked in 
amazement at the benefits from the program 
accruing to Maryland breeders. 

The New Jersey Breeders wrote to the M.H.- 
B.A., requesting copies of the new law. They 
hope to draft a similar bill for their own 
Legislature. 

Virginia breeders, handicapped by the ab¬ 
sence of race tracks, had no way to cope with 
the money being channeled into the Maryland 
industry. They went before the Virginia Tax 
Commission and cited the Maryland Fund Pro¬ 
gram as a reason for sales tax exemption and 
capital gains treatment. 

But while New Jersey and Virginia planned 
for the future, Maryland breeders had a work¬ 
ing program going for them. 

During the six months of the law’s existence 
in 1962, a total of $207,595.43 was collected 
from the pari-mutuels for purses and breeder 
awards to the owners and breeders of Mary¬ 
land-breds. 

Did the Maryland Fund Committee encoun¬ 
ter (as predicted by the bill’s opponents) any 
difficulty in spending this money? Did the 
money pile up in the Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission’s office, tempting politicians to suggest 
that it should be transferred to the State’s gen¬ 
eral fund? 

Not exactly. 

Although the total money available for the 
Fund was $207,595.43, the Maryland Fund 
Committee actually distributed $213,725. 

This most improbable occurrence (over¬ 
spending the allocation during the initial 
months of the program) was brought about 
by the disappointing mutuel handle at one 
track—Pimlico. 

At all the other tracks there was money left 
in the Fund for use in 1963. 
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But at Pimlico the Committee miscalculated 
quite badly. 

A mutuel handle of approximately $1,000,000 
was expected as a daily average for Pimlico s 
28-day meeting. When the meeting closed, the 
daily average handle was only $929,000. 

This meant Pimlico had $88,000 available 
for the Fund. But the Committee had, by meet¬ 
ing’s end, spent $99,000. The $11,000 deficit 
will be recovered in 1963 from Pimlico’s Fund 
Program. 

Despite this one glaring miscalculation, the 
Committee which handled the Maryland Fund 
races did an outstanding job. The five members 
of the Committee took their work seriously, 
met frequently and laid down ground rules 
which may some day serve as models for other 
States. 

The Committee (which is under the chair¬ 
manship of Commission Member Carle A. 
Jackson) was, however, reluctant to take bows 
for its work. Said Mr. Jackson: "We wouldn’t 
have gotten anywhere had it not been for the 
splendid co-operation given us by all the racing 
secretaries at the various tracks. They were 
eager to see this plan succeed, and they did 
their absolute best in making the races fill.” 

As had been expected by proponents of 
House Bill 106, the Maryland horse market 
gained strength in spectacular fashion. 

New stallions have been imported from Ken¬ 
tucky, Virginia, New Jersey and Delaware. 
Maryland breeders are relentlessly shopping the 
Kentucky market for better broodmares. Real 
estate suitable for horse farms is being studied 
by out-of-State breeders, and everywhere there 
is a feeling of optimism for the 1963 season. 

Like all other Marylanders involved in the 
breeding of Thoroughbreds, I share this en¬ 
thusiasm for the New Year. There is no doubt 
in my mind that we are on the right track and 
that we are progressing swiftly.—S.C.

Helis Stallions Move To Maryland 


William G. Helis, Jr. has completed arrange¬ 
ments to stand the young stakes winning stal¬ 
lion Sky Clipper (Citation-Legendra) and the 
outstanding handicapper, and sire, Spartan Valor 
(Attention-Arisbi), in Maryland in 1963 at 
Thomas O’Farrell’s Windy Hills Farm, near 
Westminster. Both stallions will stand for $500 
live foal. 

It was at O’Farrell’s 287 acre Windy Hills 
Farm that the successful Rough’n Tumble be¬ 
gan his outstanding sire career, and is the birth¬ 
place of such runners as Yes You Will ($236,- 
667), Tara Telia (over $70,000), the champion 
hurdler Ragtime Cowboy, Arch Rival ($69,- 
819), and In the Country (over $50,000). 

Sky Clipper was one of the best two-year- 
olds in 1959, winning $91,042, and it was 
expected that he would be a power among the 
3-year-olds the following season. However, in 
January of I960 at Hialeah, Sky Clipper broke 
a bone in his right fore foot putting an end 
to a most promising career. At the time of his 
injury his trainer, Howard Hausner stated, "I 
thought Sky Clipper was going to be a great 
horse,” and stable manager "Jock” Barshak 
was quoted, 'Hausner went very slowly with the 
colt, giving him plenty of time to develop. The 
horse was training splendidly at Hialeah; on 
the day he broke down he went five furlongs 
in : 59 and change. The colt has a lot of 
ability. . . 

The highpoint of Sky Clippers 2-year-old 
career came in the Sapling Stakes at Monmouth 
Park which had attracted Vital Force, Bally 
Ache (which between them had won nine stakes 
earlier in the season), Ouija Board (winner of 
two stakes), as well as the highly regarded in¬ 
vaders from Chicago, Lurullah and Farm to 
Market, third and fourth respectively in the rich 
Arlington Futurity the week before. In the 
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running Sky Clipper came through on the rail 
to overhaul Bally Ache in the last 20 yards to 
win by a head, the race being run in 1:11 2/5 
over a sloppy track. 

Sky Clipper began his racing career at Mon¬ 
mouth Park on June 16, when against a group 
of maidens, all of which had started previously, 
he skipped home by 10 lengths, covering the 
51/2 furlongs in 1:05 2/5. In the Seashore 
Stakes, Sky Clipper, giving eight pounds to 
Conestoga and Golden Spy was beaten a head 
and % length. 

Pointing for the Garden State Stakes, Sky 
Clipper won a 6 furlongs allowance at Garden 
State under 120 lbs going away by IV 2 lengths. 
A week before the "Golden Gallop,” Sky Clip¬ 
per rapped himself during a workout and a 
filled ankle ended his 1959 campaign. 

Pedigree-wise Sky Clipper leaves nothing to 
be desired. The handsome chestnut is by Cita¬ 
tion, racings first millionaire and the sire of 
Silver Spoon, Fabius, Watch Your Step, etc., 
out of the "blue hen” Legendra, by * Challenger 
II. Legendra, a stakes placed full sister to the 
good race horse and sire Pictor, is also the dam 
of the stakes winners Rich Tradition, Hasty 
Doll, the stakes placed Life Jacket and the 
winners Coalport, Pasha Saied and Lyford Cot¬ 
tage—all her foals to race. She is also one of 
the few mares to have three of her foals placed 
on the Experimental Free Handicap in succes¬ 
sive years. Sky Clipper (116) Hasty Doll 
(111), and Rich Tradition (113). Hasty Doll 
collected $112,159 including the Miss Chicago 
and Princess Pat Stakes, while Rich Tradition 
won $112,749 including the Spinaway, Selima 
and Schuylerville Stakes. 

Although Sky Clipper did return to the races 
he could not duplicate his brilliant 2-year-old 
form and after four starts at 4 he was retired.

Although he did not have a chance to prove his 
merit over a distance, it is reasonable to assume 
that off his pedigree he would have raced on. 
Citation certainly was never hampered by dist¬ 
ance and Sky Clipper’s dam Legendra proved 
her class up to 1 Vs miles as well she should have 
being by * Challenger II. Then too, her brother, 
Pictor, a winner of $144,410 in the early forties, 
numbered among his stakes victories the l l /2 
miles Riggs Handicap. Sky Clipper traces in 
distaff to Artless, the full sister to the brilliant 
Artful, and comes from the same tap root of 
such stakes winners as Armageddon, Big Effort, 
and Sunny Dale. 

Sky Clipper stood his first season in 1962 at 
William G. Helis, Jr.’s Helis Stock Farm, Jobs- 
town, New Jersey.

it didn’t look like he would ever win another 
race. 

"I was standing by the rail there at Bowie, 
and I asked Bernie for a price on him. Bernie 
was surprised. ’You’ll never get him sound 
enough to win,’ he said. That’s when I told 
him I wanted Spin for a stud horse. 

’’There aren’t many people game enough to 
try to make a stud horse that’s just finished 
ninth in a $2,500 claimer. But I tell you this 
horse intrigued me. 

”1 got him for a good bit less than $2,500. 
I sent him up here to Cleve’s farm, and we bred 
him to ten mares. You know what happened 
with that crop. 

”Of course, if I’d been a commercial breeder 
I couldn’t have taken the gamble. But I breed 
for myself, so I could do what I wanted. I’m 
opinionated. And I like to do things my own 
way.” 

As John talked, Paul Weaver led Spin around 
the barnyard, posing him beautifully. 

Said Paul: ”1 handled the first mare Mr. 
Manfuso ever bred. That was when I was 
working at Sagamore. His mare went to Balko. 
I can remember that real good.” 

Replied John: ’’The third horse I owned was 
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Aneroid. That was starting off kinda strong, 
wasn’t it?” 

Manfuso, a dominant H.B.P.A. figure ever 
since the organization replaced the Maryland 
Horsemen’s Association nearly 20 years ago, has 
had great fun in racing. 

Whenever he tires of pedigrees, he shifts to 
battling race tracks for more purse money. 
Sandwiched somewhere between his many du¬ 
ties is his drug company—which is his business. 

After inspecting Spin, we piled into Man- 
fuso’s car and drove to the spot where Paul 
had constructed a new barn. 

On the way over, Manfuso tried to sell Peter 
and me on contact lenses. 

’’Greatest thing imaginable,” said Mr. Man¬ 
fuso. ”1 put them in at 7 o’clock every morn¬ 
ing and don’t take them out until 11 at night. 
Never even know I’m wearing them. 

"Hell, before I wore contact lenses I used to 
have terrible eyesight even with my glasses. 
Now I’m 20-20 all the time.”

barn, and we all got out and shivered around 
for awhile. The barn was of an economical 
design now becoming familiar in Maryland. 
Paul had supervised its construction, and it was 
excellently done without fancy trimmings. 

We next walked out into the adjoining 
pasture where several broodmares, including 
Alluring, were nibbling at grass which pock¬ 
marked the snow. 

Alluring is the dam of All Brandy, the best 
3-year-old Maryland-bred filly of the 1962 sea- 
son. 

Like all of Manfuso’s racing stable, All 
Brandy (by Double Brandy) is trained by 
Brook (Duck Butter) Price. 

Duck Butter was hired by Manfuso in 1947 
to train only one horse—Alluring. 

"Bernie Bond was my trainer then,” recalls 
Manfuso. "He sent Alluring back here to the 
farm because she was lame. 

"Bernie thought she had a broken bone in 
her foot, but I was there when she got off the 
van and so was Paul. 

"We watched her walk. She was lame, but 
not lame enough for a broken bone. I told 
Paul to take care of her and treat her, and 
to handle her just like she was going back to 
the races. 

"I didn’t know who would train her, but I 
was certain she had a lot of races left in her. 

"Well, not long after that, Duck Butter 
stopped by my office in Washington. One of 
his children had been operated on. He wanted 
to make a touch. I had known Duck for a long 
time. He didn’t have any trouble borrowing the 
money. 

"Then we got to talking about how he 
needed a job. He had been a racetracker all his 
life. He’s the son of Preston Price who was 
foreman for Dion Kerr a long time ago. 

"I told Dud: about Alluring, and asked him 
if he wanted to train a one-horse stable. He 
agreed, so I set him up at Bowie with just the 
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one horse in his barn. 

"Duck took his time with her and brought 
her back real good.” 

Alluring went on to win a lot of races for 
Duck Butter, and now, as a broodmare, she’s 
a proven stakes-producer. 

Her oldest produce to be sired by Spin is a 
yearling. 

After Peter finished the picture-taking of the 
mares in the field, John drove us to Paul’s 
house. 

This was the spot I had been awaiting. Paul’s 
daughter fixed us coffee, and his grandson (who 
isn’t yet of kindergarten age) delighted us by 
repeatedly admonishing a barking dog to keep 
quiet. When words failed, the young man re¬ 
sorted to brute strength, and under those flail¬ 
ing fists no dog could survive. 

He retreated sheepishly into the kitchen. 

Had John noticed, I asked, the similarity be¬ 
tween Spin’s pedigree and that of Beau Gar’s? 
John said that he had. 

Beau Gar, sire of the exceptional Beau Pur¬ 
ple, retired with earnings of $12,900. Spin re¬ 
tired with $27,590. 

Both horses are by Count Fleet out of mares 
by *Beau Pere. 

Beau Gar’s dam is Bellesoeur. Spin is out of 
Distaff. 

"This must be a tremendous thrill,” I said to 
Manfuso. "The patience, the big gamble in¬ 
volved in taking a horse running for $2,500 and 
making a stud out of him.” 

"That’s true,” Manfuso replied. "It is a thrill. 
But it’s no surprise to me. I’ve always had con¬ 
fidence in Spin and my judgment of him. 

"I’ve got ten mares I’ll be breeding to him 
this spring. Cleve has six and Paul has one. 
We’ll sell a few outside services, but not many. 
It’s easier to win those Maryland Fund races 
for yourself when you’re not competing against 
sons and daughters of Spin. At least, that’s the 
way I feel about it.”—S. C.
